Knee-high grass of coarse species (Eriachne-Aristida). Eve. petycorpa 


Monsoon scrubs. Usually scattered within the above. 


Open savannah woodland.Trees of Melaleuca,Acacia, Parineri, Terminalia,Alstonia etc 


openly scattered over waist-high grassland. 

Heathy scrubland of mainly Sinoga(Agonis) and Banksia,with some low Melaleuca and Acacia. 
The community usually from 4 to 14 feet high. 

Shallowly concave open sandplain-like areas covered with coarse grasses and sedges, 

and clumps of Nepenthes. These usually are of thin sand over heavy clay and are under 
several inches of water in the wet season. 

The area is referred to as part of the Oriomo Plateaw.A good area of true rainforest 
eccurs along the Morehead — Weam road.General altitude is c. 100 feet. 
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
